Current Affairs Hit Home 


_ What a turbulent time! 1990 was a year of 
great debt, great leaders, great inflation, and 
great change. Each of these headlines affect- 
ed and touched our students’ lives in one way 
or another. However far away the news took 
place, it always seemed to filter back to us. 
_ There was a lot of controversy surrounding 
our country’s problem with drugs and alcohol 
this year. The whole nation seemed to need 
to just “kick the habit!” We launched a “War 
against drugs” under President Bush and his 
“Drug Czar”. Millions of dollars were spent 
by communities to educate their young on the 
facts about substance abuse, and to also set 
up clinics to help those who were already 
hooked. We battled with General Manuel 
Noriega for the health of our people. He has 
a drug empire going in Panama. One fact that 
shocked us all was that the United States was 
the single largest consumer of cocaine in the 
world! 

Closer to home, drugs played a part in the 
mysterious Charles Stuart murder. He was to 
be tried for the murder of his pregnant wife 
when he killed himself. All this happened in 
Boston. It seemed to be a set up that dealt 
with drugs and fur money. The drugs and 
corruption were everywhere. 

Here, our own group of alert students, 
students against driving drunk, faced this 
abusive issue with optimistic as well as 
pessimistic campaigns. They helped us to see 
through the fog of despair that Latin America 
offered us. It wasn’t smoke in our eyes, but 
cocaine! 

Local and state college campuses were 

lso plagued with enduring crime. The crimes 
committed against students were horrific. At 

ortheastern University, many were shot, 
stabbed, or raped. Every single news flash 
with headlines of these scholastic murders 
infuriated us more. “Is it safe to go to school 
anywhere?” We found ourselves asking one 


another. It really wasn’t. 

Even if many students made it to college, 
they were overwhelmingly faced with the 
dilemma of how to pay for their educations. 
The cost of education had soared to outra- 
geous prices. Even state schools were hard to 
pay for. Massachusetts was headed for a 
recession at the price of better quality educa- 
tion. The UMass students didn’t stand for it. 
Many of our alumni, including David Gervais 
and Bryan Mahoney, attended rallies and 
demonstrations on the doorstep of the cap- 
itol. The students were bussed there from all 
of the state universities. It was quite a specta- 
cle as the students fought for their classes. 
The cuts were made, but on a smaller scale, 
spread out more evenly. Even though these 
budget cuts were present, Marc Cote, and 
Eric Lefebrve did not refrain from applying 
to state schools. 

It was sad for many of our students be- 
cause financial aid was scarce. They had to 
“comparison shop” for the best price, and 
deal for a university. Some tuitions soared to 
over $20,000 including Harvard, Emerson, 
and Holy Cross. For some, school grants 
would help out as well as local grants. Still, 
the cost was high — especially for four years! 

In the dismay of the financial and moral 
state of the globe, there did emerge some 
bright hints of hope for society, and for the 
people of the future. After twenty-seven 
years of imprisonment, Nelson Mandela, 
leader of the African National Congress in 
South Africa was freed. This marked an 
essential turnaround for the terrible policy of 
Apartheid in South Africa. Upon Mandela’s 
release, South African blacks shouted for joy. 
Hope of equality with the white supremicists 
was close at hand. 

Up in the center of Europe, the face of a 
tour country was mending. The Berlin wall 
was torn down. Letting the sunshine through, 


East Germans and West Germans danced 
and sang atop the wall that had been the 
barrier between them for decades. The crum- 
bled wall lay in ruins at their stamping feet. 
Democracy, something the East had longed 
for under the iron fist of communism, was 
finally in sight. Pieces of the wall became 
collectors’ items all over the world. Some 
pieces sold for several thousand dollars. In 
our very own halls, words spilled from stu- 
dents’ mouths in delight. “They tore it down 
last night!” “Thank God!” 

Two of our own, Jennifer Buote and Scott 
Slack, even tasted the changes in the 
U.S.S.R. first hand. Mikail Gorbachev’s 
“Peristroika” reforms opened new avenues 
for the world. We could experience the 
unique culture of the Russians without fear. 
Voting took place, and new economic growth 
spread across the largest country in the 
world. In the shadow of nuclear weapons, 
plane crashes, earthquakes, drug wars, and 
murders, there was a definite hope for peace 
ing LOO: 

Our students were certainly in “the thick” 
of things, collecting money for the Red Cross 
in their efforts to relieve the people of San 
Francisco after their devastating earthquake, 
and donating food for the homeless. The 
homeless were a major problem for the Bush 
administration, and we wanted to help. Our 
students knew that no matter how bad the six 
o’clock news sounded, if they really tried, 
they could make it better.

This was the idea behind the theme of this 
year’s peer counselling group. The motto, 
“Friends for Friends”, echoed the reason why 
such a wide variety of students gathered 
week after week. When asked why she did 
peer counselling, Jennifer Buote said, “Be- 
cause | remember being a freshman, feeling 
uncomfortable. They told us things and didn’t 
look down on us. I know there are other kids 
now that need people like that, and I want to 
be the type of person that kids who have 
problems turn to. I want to be there for 
them.” 

The peer leaders’ main objective was to do 
just that. They ran “twilighters” for the 
freshmen in order to get them to open up and 
talk about what they were feeling. These 
were held in the religious education center 
from late afternoon to 9:30 P.M. The setting 
provided an opportunity for the freshmen to 
get to know each other by talking and sharing 
with each other and some upperclassmen. 
The upperclassmen could help them with 
problems they might be having. 

Individual members also went and talked 
to freshman homerooms just to explain to 
them what peer counselling was all about. 
They made visits to freshman study periods 
and took out a few kids at a time just to talk. 





Thus, five or six freshmen could interact with 
a couple of peer counsellors in a relaxed 
setting. This year the peer counsellors tried 
to put the emphasis on being a friend for 
someone to talk to. Perhaps the most special 
aspect of peer counselling was all of the 
different types of people who were involved. 
These people were there because they want- 
ed to be. They cared. 

Another supportive group was the very 
active Students Against Driving Drunk 
(SADD). The members of SADD went out of 
their way to serve as an example and re- 
minder to their friends not to mix drinking 
and driving. Some of the activities the group 
participated in were Christmas caroling as a 
service project, a homecoming float, and 
listening to many speakers on the subject of 
alcohol and its effects. Following a Christ- 
mastime presentation by a nineteen year old 
rehabilitated alcoholic, an inspiring candle- 
light service was held outside of the chapel. It 
served as a time of reflection on all that had 
been achieved and as a preparation for the 
new year. 

Other reminders they provided were dis- 
tributing keychains on students’ sixteenth 
birthdays, tying red ribbons on the cars in the 
student parking lot, working on a commercial 
for cable TV and posting many signs in the 
halls. The message was the same. “Friends 
don’t let friends drive drunk.” Michael Camp- 
bell’s reason for being involved was simple 
but profound. “I don’t want to see people 
die,” he said.

Post-season Postscript 


Losing six top players to graduation; having 
to play powerhouses Durfee and New Bedford 
twice each, there were many reasons one 
could be pessimistic about the boys’ basket- 
ball teams’ chances before the season began. 
Before long, however, Bishop Feehan was one 
of the most respected names in the confer 
ence, and by the final game of the season they 
had emerged as one of the most talented 
Shamrock teams of the decade. First year 
Coach Leo Charron led the team to a 144 
record and high hopes going into the state 
tournament. 

Strong leadership came from the duo of 
Jeffrey Cavallo and Matthew Freeman. The 
two combined for nearly forty points per 
game. Cavallo, the team’s point guard, was 
known for his last minute heroics, often com- 
ing up with a key steal or a three pointer as the 
final seconds wound down. Freeman com- 
bined strong inside play with a delicate outside 
shot to leave his defender’s baffled. 

This team was far from one-dimensional 
however. “Twin Towers” Raymond Wolters 
and John Sullivan dominated their opponents 
under the post. Guards Jeffrey Taylor and 
John Coleman often came up with key plays 
in close games.

The Sham- 
rocks quickly rebounded by winning four 
straight, and travelled to New Bedford looking 
for an upset. After being down for the most of 
the time, Cavallo keyed a spurt in the final 
minutes to tie it up. Unfortunately, a last 
second New Bedford shot dashed all hopes of 
a victory. 

Once again, however, the team came back, 
winning three straight. Disaster struck in a 
game against Barnstable when Cavallo injured 
his back. This brought about the emergence of 
center Raymond Wolters, who scored 28 
points and 23 points respectively in the over 
time victories against Durfee and Attleboro. 
The Shamrocks finished the season favored 
by many as a contender for the division two 
state title. 

“By the seat of their pants” wrote the 
Attleboro Sun-Chronicle to describe the Sham- 
rocks’ final victory over Sharon High School 
for Division II South Championship played in 
Matthew's Arena at Boston's Northeastern 
University. With the game tied at 44-44 and 
only fifteen seconds on the clock, John Sul- 
livan had possession of the ball and fell. Buried 
in a scramble of opponents, John saw an 
opening in the pile of bodies and threw the ball 
to John Coleman who scored the winning 
basket just before the buzzer. 

For only the second time in Feehan’s twen- 
ty-six years, the new Division Il South champs 
went on to Boston Gardens to play Salem High 
for the Eastern Mass championship but lost.

Memories Make the Difference 


Though each year comes to an end, cer- 
tain events remain within our memories; 
after a period of time one has a collection 
of memorable moments. Students believe 
that they are the only people who experi- 
ence loss when graduation date arrives, 
but Miss Anne Carroll is proof that this 
theory does not hold true. She said, 
“Though each class leaves physically — 
they touched my life in a very special 
way.” The rewards she receives may not 
be material, but they are “rewards of the 
heart.” 

Many of the teachers have memories 
such as these, memories that truly touch 
the heart. No teacher forgets a student 
who passes away — These tragedies 
make an impact that is never forgotten. 

Over the summer of 1986 the staff lost 
three very special faculty members: Mrs. 
Eleanor Drew Kenney, Sister Marie Ro- 
saire Goforth, RSM, and Mr. Vincent 
Fagone Each of these educators added 
something special and memorable to the 
lives of their students, and fellow teachers. 

Certainly a memorable moment for Mrs. 
Karen Brennan was when she met her 
husband, Ty, here in 1976. Coming into 
the school to teach calculus and other 
mathematics subjects, Ty was recruited to 
coach Basketball. Being the cheerleaders’ 
moderator that year, Mrs. Brennan got to 
know him during the bus rides to games, 


and at the games themselves. There was a 
tradition for the athletic coaches to take 
the cheerleaders’ moderator out to dinner 
after the season was over, as a “thank- 
you.” Mr. Brennan couldn’t make it the 
night that Mrs. Brennan was taken out by 
the others, so he invited her out himself. 
They were married two years later in 
1978! “My life would be so different if it 
were not for my experiences here. I have 
also become best friends with Miss Carroll 
through this school,” said Mrs. Brennan. 
May 6, 1979 marked a date English 
teacher Mr. Servant may never forget. 
Though it was his birthday, May sixth 
started off as any other day. Mr. Servant 
was saying a prayer, as he does before ev- 
ery class, when he was interrupted by 
sophomores Jeanne Lynch and Robert 
Burns. They had arranged a “presenta- 
tion” in honor of Mr. Servant. He was pre- 
sented with a big which rad, “World’s 
Greatest Teacher.” Along with the bib they 
had made a cake. The cake was actually 
a six-inch high whip cream pie! They 
threw the pie into Mr. Servant’s face. His 
first reaction was shock. For about twenty 
seconds he stood in front of his class not 
knowing quite how to react. Mr. Servant 
walked across the hall, to the faculty con- 
ference room, washed his face, and re- 
turned to class. Rather than reacting with 
anger or amusement, Mr. Servant remain- 


ed silent, and acted as if nothing had hap- 
pened. 

Two years later, when the two students 
were seniors he “hunted them down” on 
(what was called) Junior/Senior Night. He 
took Robert aside and warned him that 
when Jeanne went up to receive awards, 
she was going to throw a whip cream pin 
in his face. Mr. Servant later found Jeanne 
and told her that Robert was going to 
throw a whip cream pie in her face. When 
the two students went up to receive their 
awards Robert sprayed Jeanne in the face 
with whip cream. Mr. Servant got the last 
word in concerning the prank. The event 
was so unique and so comical that they 
may never have forgotten. 

A more recent moment that assures it- 
self a place as a memorable event is this 
past season’s accreditation. After a long 
year and a half of preparation, followed 
by a nerve wracking week, the faculty and 
staff rejoiced in the arrival of the accredi- 
tation team’s “verdict”. The results were 
good and we had passed with flying col- 
ors. 

Each day brings about a small bit of 
change, but putting together a vast num- 
ber of individuals who spend day after day 
together, some very special events occur. 
When these special events make a perma- 
nent mark on the heart of the funny-bone, 
we call them ... memorable moments.

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Buried Treasure Discovered 


Recently, 2010, a team of expert 
archaeologists from the Smithsonian 
Institute took over the grounds of our 
school. The treasure chest they uncovered 
was one of the educational and 
administrative finds of this century. It was 
not a treasure trove of antique jewels or 
gold, but of rare teachers. The scientists 
report that these teachers were such a 
valuable find because they dated back to 
the early Feehan years, an important 
period in the high school history. 

One of the first treasures the 
archaeologists uncovered was the class of 
1966. It seemed that three of that year’s 
finest graduates returned to enrich the 
Feehan civilization by their teaching and 
administration. The oldest piece in the 
class of ’66 collection was Mr. Christopher 
Servant, dating back 16 years into the 
school’s history. Mr. Servant served a 
valuable role in this unique society. His 
oratory skills, sense of humor, and fairness 
made him a priceless discovery. Using 
sensitive detecting devices, the researchers 
determined that this brilliant English 
Department head graduated from the 
University of Notre Dame. His excellent 
posture indicated that he was once an 
army man but Mr. Servant did his real 
tour of combat duty in his year of public 
school teaching. Similar characteristics 
were noted in Mr. Louis Gazzola. Scientists 
believed that he began his teaching career 
at Feehan and then taught for seven years 
at Attleboro High School before returning 
to Feehan and remaining there. Mr. 
Gazzola appears to be the founder of a 


bizarre ritual known as “stump the 
chump” which seems to have had a major 
influence on students. The last piece in 
the collection was Mr. Peter Galligan. Mr. 
Galligan, according to the Smithsonian, 
began as a history and shop teacher, but 
went on to organize the most efficient 
Office of Discipline in the Feehan era. 
Strangely, it seemed that in his years here, 
he had managed to both enforce the rules 
and be a good friend to students. Another 
find from a later Feehan period, known as 
the class of 1973 is Mr. Alan Kazarian. It 
seemed that both he and Mr. Gazzola 
attended Providence College. After 
graduation, Mr. Kazarian, known as Mr. K, 
began his career at Feehan and advanced 
Shamrock culture through his roles as 
teacher and guidance counsellor over the 
next twelve years. 

The next dynasty unearthed in the 
Feehan excavation was the “Age of the 
super Sisters.” The most valuable pieces 
from this period were Sister Patricia 
Harrington, Sister Mary Enda, Sister Mary 
Faith, and Sister Regina. Combining their 
total years here, it is believe, the Sisters 
have contributed 92 years of service to 
the school. Sister Mary Enda was 
discovered by the research team buried 
amidst stacks of literature, history, art, 
classics and an extraordinary number of 
yearbooks. 

Sister Faith was somewhat easier to 
uncover, but provided just as interesting a 
subject for the team. It seems that Sister 
Faith served as the civilization’s librarian 
and English teacher for ten years, and was 





known for having a soft spot for the 
“underdog”. Sister’s greatest role as 
supreme ruler, or principal encompassed 
15 years of the school’s history. Sister Pat 
and Sister Regina served the important 
role of friends and counselors to all, which 
is something researchers felt students 
placed a high value on. 

The final period discovered by 
Smithsonian workers was the Coaches’ 
Era, represented by Mr. Paul O’Boy and 
Miss Anne Carroll. It seemed that in the 
fall season the society’s actions focused on 
the great Shamrock sport known as 
football. The leader of this powerful 
movement was discovered to be Mr. 
O’Boy. Archaeologists found that Mr. 
O’Boy served also as second-in-command 
to Sister Faith for fifteen years. A great 
emphasis was placed on awards and so 
Miss Anne Carroll is an important figure in 
the school’s history. In her fifteen years, 
she has been the leader of the girl’s three 
year state championship tennis team and 
the cheerleaders. She regarded her 
students as her “kids”, building 
responsibility in them all. 

Although it was difficult for these 
Smithsonian Researchers to uncover these 
treasures, the effort has proven to be a 
great success. Although these ten national 
treasures have refused to become a part 
of the Smithsonian’s permanent collection, 
they will, hopefully, be on display in the 
hallowed halls of our school for many 
years to come.

When Jennifer 
Buote and Scott Slack went to the Soviet 
Union on group trips this year, they 
experienced a new way of living.

_ Scott Slack travelled to the largest 
nation in the world during April vacation 
with the Rhode Island All Star Saint’s 
Team. Purposefully planned to introduce 
American hockey players to the Soviet 
style, this trip was a large collaboration. 
The Saints’ team played counterparts from 
Moscow, Kiev, Leningrad, and the National 
during their ten day visit. Ending with a 
nal record of three wins, three losses, 
nd two ties, Scott recalled the first game 
at he played as the most exciting. “They 
nly went for the most accurate, sure-win 
hots,” said Scott. For him, it was 
intriguing to see the way that the 
opposition played hockey. Scott 
ommented that their manner of play was 
much different from that of the U.S.A. 
boys. “They passed more, and looked for 
the right play, while we took haphazard 
hots just to shoot.” 
' Scott noticed that the Russian hockey 
players were much taller and skinnier than 
he and his friends. On the whole, they 
were also a lot more disciplined. Also, he 
noticed that the Soviet way of life was not 
like the lifestyle of New England! “The 
hotel we stayed at had 60,000 beds and 
'30,000 rooms in Moscow,” said Scott of 
lis accommodations. The floors where the 











Americans stayed were arranged in 
Russian, American, Russian order. The 
“K.G.B.” doesn’t take any chances! “By 
the way,” Scott said, “they really do 
exist!” 

Before he left home, Scott was excited 
and nervous because he really didn’t know 
what to expect of such a large adventure, 
but when he came back, he really liked 
what he saw. In addition to a new outlook 
on the Soviet Union, he returned with a 
Russian Navy Jacket, a flag, a K.G.B. hat, 
and good experiences. Because the 
players didn’t only play hockey while they 
were there, Scott found his trip a cultural 
experience. He enjoyed the Russian Circus 
in Leningrad as well as Red Square and 
the tomb of the unknown soldier. 

From July sixteenth to August eighth, 
Jennifer Buote was very far away. Along 
with fifteen other students from 
Massachusetts, and fourteen others from 


Vermont, Jenn traveled to the U.S.S.R. on. 


the People to People Initiative for 
Understanding trip. First going to Moscow, 
Jennifer found the capital city somewhat 
polluted, but exciting. Along with her 
three interesting group leaders and 
twenty-nine close friends, she spent the 
first four days there. “Our leaders were 
very flexible and let us have room to 
explore the nooks and crannies of the city 
by ourselves. The personal experiences 
were the best ones,” said Jenn. 

After leaving Moscow, the group arrived 
at Norosibirsk, a large city exactly half- 
way around the world from the Attleboro 
area. Spending five days in this glorious 
Siberian paradise, Jenn and the company 
learned from the Russian people whom 
they met. “The people were very anxious 
to meet anyone from America. They were 
very curious to see what the lifestyle in 





the U.S. was really like.” After her 
experience in Novosibirsk, Jenn went to 
Kiev for a day. 

“Tl wish that we could have stayed 
there longer!” said Jennifer of Kiev. 
She admired the lush green of the city, 
the cobblestone roads, and the old 
buildings there. “It reminded me of old 
historic Boston,” said Jenn. “There 
were two parts of Kiev ... the upper 
city and lower city. It was truly my 
favorite place of our stops during the 
trip!” 

After leaving Kiev, the group went to 
Leningrad for two days, and then Tallin 
for five. Jenn’s last stop was also the 
first. They ended their adventure in 
Moscow. During the last night of the 
whole trip, the group ate dinner at a 
small cafe where awards were given 
out for various reasons to different trip 
participants. Jennifer received the 
“most black and blue” award for 
bumping into too many obstacles on the 
outing. The food was not good in Jenn’s 
opinion, except for the bread. When 
she ate the borsch, she found out that 
“they put anything and everything they 
could find into it.” 

Jennifer brought back lots of 
souvenirs and memories. She really 
wants to return to Russia again. She 
loved the late night sunsets, the Kirov 
ballet, and especially the people whom 
she spent her time with. “I never cried 
so much as |! did when I left everyone. | 
missed all of my friends very much!” 
For Jennifer as well as Scott, visiting 
Russia was an experience unto itself 
and they’ll never forget the door that 
Mikhail Gorbachev open for them.
